The Central Govt, as appropriate Govt, vide its order No. 
L-2201 1/13 /73-LR. IK I) dated the 12th November, 1973 
referred an Industrial Dispute U/s 10 of the l.D. Act, 1947 


to Shri H. R. Sodhi, Industrial Tribunal. Chandigarh in the 
following terms : 

Whether the workman employed in the Coal Mines of 
J & K Minerals Limited, Jammu, are entitled to 
any House Rent Allowance ? If so, at what rates 
and from what dates 7 

2. On receipt of the reference it Was ordered to be 
registered and notices wore issued for 22-1-1974, There- 
upon a statement of claim was filed by Jammu & Kashmir 
Mining Workers’ Association on 2-1-1974 in which it was 
stated that the workmen employed at Coal Mines at Kalakot 
are provided with free accommodation and other fringe 
benefits whereas the workmen/employees at Jammu mines, 
and contribute equally to the woiktng of the mint sure enti- 
tled of such benefits like free accommodation etc; that J & K 
Minerals Limited is one Organisation with one body of 
executive and the service rules and regulations operative arc 
also alike for all the employees, the employees are trans- 
ferable from one unit to another and from one Project to 
another and all the undertakings /Corporate body run by 
the Govt, of India located at Jammu /Shrinagar are paying- 
House rent to their employees. It was therefore submitted 
that they should be paid house rent allowance from 1962, 
the date from which the employees is posted at Kalakot 
were granted such benefits. 

3. A written statement was filed by the Management on 
16-1-1974 in which it was urged that th e dispute had not 
been espoused; that the J & K Minerals Ltd. is not a con- 
cern for which Central Govt, is the appropriate Govt, and 
as such the reference was bad; that the workmen employed 
at Jammu office were not situate similarly as those working 
in Coal Mines; that dues of the two sets of the workmen 
were altogether different; that as such the two sets of work- 
men could not be placed at par; that the pupuses of house 
rent allowance and It was urged that the Workmen were not 
entitled to any relief. 

4. Upon the pleadings of the parties following issues were 
framed for trial by Shri H. R. Sodhi vide his order dated 
18-3-1974 : 

ISSUES ; 

Preliminary : 

1. Whether the instant dispute has not been espoused 

bv a substantial number of workmen of the respd. 
mines employed at Jammu and are not these work- 
men members of the J & K Mineral Workers 
Association with headquarters at Kalakot and with 
a branch at Jammu which was a Party to the re- 
ference. 

2. Whether the reference is bad in law and without 

jurisdiction for reasons stated in Para 2 of the 
Preliminary Objection in the written statement 
wherein it is pleaded inter alia that the Central 
Government is not competent authority to make 
the present reference. 

On Merits 

3. Whether the workmen of the respondent mines posted 

at Jammu are entitled to any house rent allowance 
and if so, at what rate and from what date. 

5. Thereupon the case was adjourned for evidence. The 
Management examined M. W. 1. Shri J, L. Kaul. Assistant 
Secretary and the evidence of the Management on preliminary 
issues was closed* Thereafter talks for compromise started 
between the parties and the case continued to be adkmrned 
when ultimately It was found that the parties could not 
arrive at a settlement the case was fixed for evidence of the 
workmen on preliminary issues but for considerable time the 
evidence of the workmen was not present so much so that 
none had been appearing for the workmen side for number 
of hearings and in consequence my Id. Predecessor Shn H.K. 
Sodhi was constrained to close the evidence of the Workmen 
so far as the preliminary issues are concerned vide order 
dated 20-11-1975. Before any further proceedings could be 
held bv way of arguments on nreliminarv issues this case 
was transferred to Industrial Tribunal. Delhi, in October, 
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1976 by the appropriate Govt. but no proceedings could take 
place bclore Industrial Tribunal. Delhi and ultimately this 
case was translerred to this Tribunal in May, 1977. There- 
upon notices were issued to the parties who appeared before 
me and requested time lor compromise but ultimately no 
compomi5e was arrived Ht. When the parties appeared before 
me request was made by the workmen side for affording 
them another opportunity to lead them evidence on prelimi- 
nary issues which request was granted by me vide my order 
dated 27-5-78 and hi consequence evidence of the workmen 
side was recorded which consists of statement of W.W 1. 
Shri Ved Prakash, W.W, 2, Shri M.P. Shanna, W.W. 3, Shri 
Goy Bhati and W.W. 4, Shri K.R, Khajuria and the evidence 
on preliminary issues Was closed on 29-5-78. Arguments 
were heard and on these preliminary issues were decided in 
favour of the workmen and against the Management and 
thereafter the case was adjourned for evidence on merits. 
The workmen side examined W.W. 5, Shri P, N. Kaul, an 
employee of L.I.C. who stated that since 1962 house rent is 
admissible to all employees in the L1C at Srinagar and also 
at Jammu, Thereafter the case was adjourned as remaining 
evidence of the workmen was not present and the case was 
to come up for remaining evidence of the workmen on 
24-6-78 on which date again the evidence of the workmen 
could not bo recorded as Shri K. R. Khajuria was not Well 
on that date and in consequence the case was adjourned to 
20lh July. None appeared for the workmen on 20th July 
while Shri J. D, Mathur appeared for the Corporation and 
the case was adjourned foi 21-8-78. Again Shri J.D. Mathur 
appeared for the Corporation but none appeared for the 
workmen. Nolice was issued (o the union to appear on 
27th, 28th September, 1978 to be heard at Srinagar but as 
it was not possible for this Tribunal to go to Srinagar the 
parties were informed that the case Could be heard at New 
Delhi on 12th Ootobcr. 197,9 on which date none appeared 
for the workmen while Shri J, D. Mathur appeared for the 
Management and the case wn s adjourned to 2-11-1978 on 
which date none appeared for the parties. The case was 
then adjourned to 7-12-78. Again none appeared for the 
parties and case was adjourned to 18-12-78 and fresh notices 
were issued to the parties to appear and only Shri J. D. 
M'aihur appeared for the Coi potation and ihe case was 
adjourned to 22-1-1979 and e.vparl e proceedings were ordered 
against the union and the workmen. Since then none has 
been appearing for the workmen. In between once in a 
while representative of the Management appeared but the 
case could not be proceeded with as none had been appealing 
for the workmen side. Even for the Management side Shri 
A. J. Jon c last appeared on 27-2-80 after which date none 
has been appearing for any of the parties inspite of repeated 
notice issued to th e parties, Tt is in these circumstances and 
after hying to procure the presence of pfartics for 7-4-80, 
21-5-80, 15-9-30, 17-11-80, 29-12-80 by issuing repeated 

notices and having failed to procure their presence il was 
ordered by me vide niv order dated 29-12-80 that ‘in this 
case none has been appearing for the parties for considerable 
period. It appears that the parties are no more interested in 
the matter, so award Is reserved.’ Even after reserving the 
award I waited for about six months in the hope that some 
parte would turn upfo pursue the matter but unfortunately 
for the reasons best known to the parties none of the parties 
has cared to appear. With the result that T am, now constrained 
to return a no dispute award in this matter leaving the par- 
ties to bear their own costs.

“Whether the action of th e management ot UtTe insu- 
rance Corporation of India, Indore in withdrawing 
the special pay of Rs. 10 per month from Sarvashri 
Ravi Praksh Shurma and Manohar More, Care- 
takers employed at the offices of the Corporation 
at Bhopal and Khandwa respectively is justified 7 
If nol, to whal relief are the concerned workmen 
entitled 7" 

2. According to the statement of claim made by the 
workmen they weie appointed as Care-takers in the time 
scale of pay of Rs, 125-245 with a special pay of Rs. 10 
per month. Shri Ravi Prakash Sbarma joined his duties at 
Bhopal with effect from 10-3-1976 and Shri Manohar More 
at Khandwa from 23-9-1978. While in employment on the 
post of Care-takers the management passed an order that 
the workmen were not entitled to special pay of Rs. 10 p.m. 
and thtat whatever amount has been paid to them as a 
special pay @ Rs. 10 p.m. be recovered. It is also stated 
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liy the workmen that the nature of duties performed by 
the Cure-taker me similar to duties of Watchman and 
since the Watchman gels special pay of Rs. 10 p.m. they 
are also entitled to the special pay at the same rate. 

3. In reply to the claim made by the workmen, it ri 
stated that special pay is not admissible to the Watchman 
only but is payable to other categories of workmen also ; 
that the present workmen were appointed by orders in 
writing and on the tei'ms and conditions of appointment 
«s incorporated in their appointment orders in which there 
was no condition for the payment of special pay of Rs. 10 
p m. ; that it was under a mistake that the said special 
pay was being pn : d to the woikmen and that under orders 
of the higher authorities this unauthorised, payments wcie 
not only stopped hut payments made earlier were also liable 
to he recovered. 

4 Both the parties led oral and documentary evidence. 

The main issue to be decided in this reference is as under 
1(A) : Whether the workman were or were not entitled 
as of r ghi to the special pay of Rs, 10 p.m. with 
effect from (he date of their appointment. 

(B) : If so, whether the management was justified to 
direct recoveries of the payment of special pay 
from them ? 

5. My findings on the aforesaid issues are as under : — 

Issue No. 1(A) ; In this case the two workmen S/Shri 
Ravi Prakash Sba.'ma and Manohar More were appointed 
vide appointment orders Ex. M|4 and Ex. M|5 respectively. 
In these appointment orders the time scale of pay is speci- 
lied as Rs. 125 — 245 and there is no mention of special pay 
admissible to the workmen or payable by the management. 
Jt appears that after these appointments were sanctioned 
by the Divisional Manager, the appointing Authority, thei 
copies of the appointment orders wei'e endoresed to the 
Branch Managers concerned. The officer endorsing these 
fopics of appointment orders made endorsements as per 
endorsements on Ex. M|6 and Ex. W|1 in which there is a 
mention that the workmen will be entitled to special pay 
of Rs. 10 p.m. Ex. M|6 was with respect to the workman, 
Shi ’i Manohar Ramji More. M.W. 2, Shri Y. S. Rajput, has 
explained this endorsement by saying that though he was not 
aware whether any special pay was admissible to the work- 
man Shri More, he copied the endorsement on the basis 
of draft orders of appointments issued earlier. He also says 
that since this matter came to the notice of the authorities 
later the unauthorised menion of special pay of Rs. 10 was 
noticed and consequently future payments were stopped, Ex, 
W[1 is a similar order in respect of the workman, Shri Ravi 
Prakash Sharma, where also there is an endorsement of 
special pay of Rs. 10. Admittedly on the basis of these 
endorsements made on Ihe copies of the appointment orders 
issued to both the workmen that they started getting the 
special pay of Rs. 10 p.m. The question, therefore, is 
as lo whether these payments should have been made and 
if made whether they could he recovered back from the 
workmen. 

Tt is clear that according to the L.I.C. (Staff) Regulations 
the scales of different categories of workmen are fixed. There 
is, however, 'no provision regarding the lime scale of pay 
of as Care Taker. This post, however, subsequently sanction- 
ed by the Head Office vide letter dated 13-6-1973. By this 
letter the post of Care Taker was sanctioned in the Corpora- 
tion Office building at Bhopal. Tt was contended by the 
management that no workman is entitled to a pay different 
from the pay sanctioned for him eithci! by Regulations or 
by the appointment order, There could be no dispute with 
regard to this proposition, but the question still will Be 
if the management itself supplies a copy of the appoint- 
ment order to the workmen with an endorsement that they 
shall he entitled to the special pay of Rs. 10 p.m. then the 
management cannot come forward and say that such special 
pay is not admissible to a workman. Tf due to some mistake 
on the part of the management thebe is a mention of the 
entitlement of special pay for a particular post and the 
special pay is accordingly paid then the payment, if made, 
may he stopped from a future date and the official at 
fault may be held responsible fof it. But in the event of 
payments being made not for one month or two months but 


for a sufficiently long period then the workmen cannot be 
called upon to refund that amount paid to them. 

Since from the evidence given by the management it is 
clear that there was no special pay attached to the post, of 
a Care-lakei the workman cannot claim that special pay 
but this claim cun be denied only from the date it has been 
brought to the notice of all concerned that such special 
pay is not admissible to Ihe post on which he has been 
appointed, 

It was not urged on behalf of the workmen and not 
proved also that under either its Staff Regulations or in the 
sanction of Ihe competent authority a special pay of Rs. 10 
was sanctioned for the post of a Care-taker. If due to some 
inadvertant mistake committed by an officer of the Coiipora- 
tion such payments have been made the mistake would not 
mature in to a right in favour of the workmen lo continue 
to get this payment till they continue on the post of Care- 
takers. 

Accordingly my finding oil Issue No. i(,\) is that the 
workmen S/Shri Ravi Prakash Sharma and Manohar Mare 
were not, us of light, entitled to the special pay of Rs. 10 p.m. 
with effect from the date of their appointment. Tt is also 
lound that if they were paid the special pay of Rs. 10 due 
to any inadvertant mistake on the pail of an officer of the 
Corporation then such payments have to be treated us 
authorised payments till the date the mistake came to light. 

Issue No. 1(B) : It is clear from the discussions made 
above that it was in terms of the endorsements of the 
appointment ordei's Ex._W|1 and Ex. M |6 that the aforesaid 
special pay was paid "to the workmen till this payment 
was discontinued. The discontinuance was justified in as much 
as there was no proper sanction for the special pay either 
from the authority competent lo sanction the post and its 
pay or from any higher authority. The Corporation, therefore, 
was justified to stop the payment of special pay, How- 
ever, the payments were made in accordance with the 
orders passed' by an officer of the management. The 
workmen could not be called upon to refund the same. Re- 
coveries, if any, made fi'om the workmen must be refund- 
ed. If the Corporation feels that there was any error on the 
part of any of its officer for this unauthorised payments 
such action as the Corporation thinks proper may be taken 
against him but the workmen cannot be penalised. According- 
ly the Corporation should refund the recoveries, if any, 
made from th e workmen. Accordingly for the reasons given 
above, th c following award is given on the reference to this 
Tribunal 

The management of thc T.ifc Insurance Corporation of India 
Indore was justified in withdrawing thc special pay of Rs. 10 
from thc workmen S|Shri Ravi Prakash Sharma and Manohar 
More, but this withdrawal would not be justified from the 
date of payment. Thc withdrawal made vide Corporation 
letter dated 11-8-1979 shall be justified only with effect 
fi'om 1-9-1979. If any recovery has been made from 'the 
workmen of the special allowance of Rs. 10 from the 
date of payment to 31-8-1979 it shall be refunded 

In the circumstances of the case, both parties are directed 
to bear their own costs as incurred,
